The fire in 
the mine and the deadly gases, to say 
nothing of the aw'ful force of the ex­ 
plosion, preclude any chance of res­ 
cuing any of the men alive. 
The main entry of the mine is four 
miles long, running from one side of 
the mountain to the other. 
Debris 
was blown from both entries, which 
gives some idea of the tremendous 
force of the explosion. 
It is reasonably certain that all of 
the bodies will never be recovered. 
Some of them were blown to pieces 
and others incinerated, no doubt. The 
fans which furnished the fresh air for 
the workings, as in the former ex­ 
plosion, were not disabled and are 
forcing fresh air into the mines. 
State Mine Iuspectors Phillips and 
Nicholson are at the mine and are 
directing the work of rescue. 
Crew’s 
have been formed and are venturing 
in as far as the air is pure enough to 
breathe in their efforts to reach those 
entombed. 
Bystanders at thortime of -the explo­ 
sion say that immense clouds of soot 
and smoke gushed from the mine al­ 
most simultaneously with the detona­ 
tion, and immediately were sucked 
back in enormous volumes into the 
mine.

Idea That Taxation of Credits Is 


Double Taxation— Bill to Raise Sal­ 


aries of State 
Officers 
Presented 


In the House— Change In Present 


Prim ary Law Proposed. 


St. Paul, Jan. 13.—The repeal of 
the mortgage registry tax law was 
one of the most important in the big 
bunch of hills introduced in the house. 
D. A. Stuart of Windom is the author 
of the measure, which is intended to 
exempt all credits from taxation. HU 
idea is that taxation of credits is dou­ 
ble taxation, his bill specifically men­ 
tions mortgages, notes, accounts, tax 
certificates, judgments, state, county, 
municipal and school district bonds 
and warrants as credits, which shall 
be exempt from taxation. 
The mort­ 
gage registry tax was passed by the 
last legislature, after the wide-open 
tax amendment had been adopted, the 
old constitution requiring that credits 
be assessed and taxed as other prop­ 
erty. 
There seems to be some question as 
to whether credits can be entirely ex­ 
empted from taxation, even under the 
new' constitutional provisions, but this 
will have to be threshed out in com­ 
mittee. 
Mr. 
Stuart 
contends 
that 
taxation of credits ic unjust, for the 
tax falls on the borrower and compels 
him to pay a tax on his property as 
well as on his debts. 
Two bills of interest to the s t a t e 
officeholders were introduced. 
W. A. 
Nolan of Grand Meadow lias a bill to 
make the public examiner elective, 
and th e assistants to be appointed by 
film. 
The term is left at two years. 
The idea is to make tho examiner in­ 
dependent of any of the other depart­ 
ments which be must investigate. At 
present he is appointed by 1he gov­ 
ernor. 
The other is a bill by Frank 
Nimocks of Minneapolis raising the 
salaries of several state officers. 
The 
governor’s salary is raised from $7,- 
000 to $10,000, the state auditor from 
$1,000 to $.",000. the state treasurer 
from $3,500 to $5,00.0, the secretary of 
state, from $3,500 to $5,000 and the 
attorney general from $4,800 to $5,500. 


Number of Judges Increased. 
The supreme court judges are in 
creased from five to seven in a bill 
by Andrew Anderson of Lakeland.

Frank 
Nimocks 
makes all city officers in cities of 50,- 
000 or over elective and fixes good- 
sized salaries for them. 
A bill mak­ 
ing the county assessor, wherever 
there is one, elective was introduced 
by Oscar Christensen of St. Paul. 
Foreign manufacturing corporations 
are required to pay a filing fee when 
entering this state, just as large a* 
the fee paid by domestic corporations 
under the present law, under a bill 
introduced by D. A. Stuart of Win 
dom.

farm for inebriates is repealed in a 
bill by Elmer Adams of Fergus Falls 
Thoroughgoing changes in the pres­ 
ent primary law, and the extension of 
the law to all state officers and United 
States senators were proposed in the 
senate by John Moonan of Waseca.

Moonan 
has 
incorporated 
features of the Kentucky and the Wis­ 
consin law’s into his bill, and thinks 
that he has solved many of the diffi­ 
culties which have been met In the 
practical operation of the primary 
law. 
The constitutional amendment pro­ 
posed by E. S. Durment of St. Paul 
provides that there shall be four to 
eight associate justices of the su­ 
preme court as the legislature may 
direct. 
This gives to the legislature 
the power to increase the number of 
supreme court members at any time. 


To Make Mixed Marriages Void.

Tributes to Helena's Admirable 
Work In Messina.

ground she walked upon is literally 
worshiped. 
She had but to appear 
io have the whole neighborhood on 
their knees before lier, 
wishing to 
touch her hand or gown. 
Daily she 
visited the ships where the wounded 
lay. It was a most touching sight to 
see aged men trying to straighten up 
when she came to their bedsides. Wo­ 
men kiss lier hand, and the children 
smile ai d seek to win a glance of her 
eye. 
She would speak to each, hold­ 
ing no many weary heads and adm in­ 
istering iiH*d ic I nos mid cordials with 
lier own hands, give biscuits to the 
i hiklren. while from tile women she 
drew the tale of their sufferings aud 
m isfortunes. 
She is called by these 
“our lady of mercy.” 
Describing the heroism of Queen H e­ 
lena am id the horrors of ruined Mes­ 
sina, M inister of Justice Orlando said 
to the New York W orld’s Home cor­ 
respondent: 
“Any eulogy I might u tter would be 
far below the truth. 
Alone, not even 
accompanied by one of her ladies in 
waiting, she has carried out a series of 
leeds of benevolence which those capa­ 
ble of the greatest sacrifices would 
hardly be able to em ulate and has 
done it 
with simplicity beyond all 
praise. 
“Unrecognized, 
not 
caring 
to 
be 
known as queen, she assisted many 
ladies who believed she was a simple 
hospital nurse. W ith her own hands 
she bound up the Injuries of 200 peo­ 
ple. Seeing the want of clothing and 
learning that a freight car with bales 
of cloth had arrived a few days before 
for a Messina merchant, her m ajesty 
immediately ordered it to be taken to 
an Improvised workroom at the back 
of a hospital and herself began to cut 
out garm ents. She showed the women 
how to work with the greatest alac­ 
rity. 
“ A 
woman 
who 
was 
grievously 
wounded had to undergo an operation, 
which it was necessary to perform 
promptly. No one else being available 
at the moment, the queen w ithout the 
slightest hesitation took a leg of the 
injured woman in her hands and held 
it throughout the operation. 
Finally 
when the surgeon finished she consoled 
the sufferer with tender v o id s.” 
Signor Mirabello, the Italian marine 
minister, gave the following account 
of the accident to Queen Helena a few 
days ago at Messina, when she suf­ 
fered contusions of the chest. He said: 
“Tin* queen was in one of the impro­ 
vised hospitals. She was in the act of 
betiding over a wounded woman when 
suddenly the door was throw n open 
violently, and a crazy man rushed in. 
crying loudly: ‘The end of the world 
has come! The earth has fallen in! 
Save yourselves! Save yourselves!’ 
“The 
wounded 
woman, 
terrified, 
jumped from her bed and started run­ 
ning tow ard the door. The queen, with 
great presence of mind, placed herself 
in front of the unfortunate and extend- 
d lier arm s to stop her. But the wo­ 
man w as out of her mind with fright. 
She lowered her head and precipitated 
herself on the queen, driving hor head 
with full force against the queen’s 
breast. The queen fell backw ard. Hor 
mouth became full of blood, and this 
bleeding continued for some tim e.” 
“And w hat did the doctor say?” the 
m inister of marine was asked. 
“I 
don’t know,” Signor Mirabello replied. 
“I don’t think he was even consulted. 
Tho doctor knew only th at the queen 
took chloral that night to induce sleep. 
Who could have slept under those fear­ 
ful conditions? The next day Queen 
Helena continued her work, as usual, 
although every now and then her lips 
were reddened by blood. 
“The queen was sublime. She made 
the battleships, principally the Regina 
Elena, the scene of her labors. 
She 
attended to hundreds of wounded on 
the Regina Elena with her own hands, 
and she assisted Professor Bastinelli 
ane of the royal doctors, in performing 
I number of operations. 
“H er m ajesty again has dem onstrat­ 
ed the beauty of her soul by her cour- 
igo and devotion and modesty, and 


I lie is w orthy of the undying adm ira­ 
tion of the entire Italian people.”

ever, was Miss Catherine Gallagher, 
form er teacher of the Lincoln school 
and now one of the teachers of the 
Lowell school. 
The lad was a pupil of 
Miss Gallagher and she swore positive­ 
ly th a t he was a degenerate and far 
below the average child in capacity. 
On cross examination she adm itted 
th a t other children m ight have any 
one of the peculiarities which he had 
and not be a degenerate, but th at the 
same was not true when the peculiarities 
were taken collectively. A t the close of 
her evidence the court adjourned for 
the day. 
When the case was taken up this 
morning Miss Emma Baldwin, present 
teacher of the grade in the Lincoln 
school which the defendant attended up 
to the tim e of the shooting, was also 
called as a witness by the defense to 
prove the incapacity for the crime.

DEFENSE PLEADS INCAPACITY 


Two of the Teachers of the Boy 
Called as Witnesses to Prove 
Him a Degenerate 
The stale rested in the Morey case 
Tuesday afternoon. Frank Bushway j 
was on the stand when the court ad­ 
journed for dinner and his examination 
was concluded and Eddie Crowley, the 
lad who was with Morey, and who as­ 
sisted rim in loading the gun, was also 
examined. This completed the evi­ 
dence for the state and Mr. Ryan 
opened the case for the defense. Af* 
ter his address to the jury Eugene 
Morey, the father of the defendant 
was sworn and testified as to the boy’s 
capacity. The mother was also sworn 
and gave testimony. The defense’s 
main witness Tuesday afternoon, how­ 
ever, was Miss Catherine Gallagher, 
former teacher of the Lincolii school 
and now one of the teachers of the 
Lowell school. The lad was a pupil of 
Miss Gallagher and she swore positive­ 
ly that he was a degenerate and far 
below the average child in capacity. 
On cross examination she admitted 
that other children might have any 
one of the peculiarities which he had 
and not be a degenerate, but that the 
same was not true when the peculiarities 
were taken collectively. At the close of 
her evidence the court adjourned for 
the day. 
When the case was taken up this 
morning Miss Emma Baldwin, present 
teacher of the grade in the Lincoln 
school which the defendant attended up 
to the time of the shooting, was also 
called as a witness by the defense to 
prove the incapacity for the crime. 
Judge Fleming then summed up the 
case in behalf of the state, occupying 
about an hour and taking the ground 
not only that the boy was capable, but 
that it would be better for him to be 
taken care of than to be allowed to 
continue unchecked. 
M. E. Ryan then made his plea for 
the defense occupying about the same 
amount of time and contended that the 
evidence showed tha boy to be a de­ 
generate and that it would be cruel, 
illegal and unjust to take him from his 
parents. He closed his appeal at about 
11:40 in the forenoon, after which Judge 
McClenahan adjourned court until 1:30 
p. m. at which time he delivered his 
charge to the jury.

cised for litigating small cases as well 
as large ones. They should and do 
have the same rights as plaintiffs and 
if amounts at issue were to be con­ 
sidered in figuring out the costs then 
the poor man would often be barred 
out of court. The courts are not in­ 
tended for revenue collectors, the 
state pays the judges’ salaries and the 
county pays for the juries, and all that 
is required of the litigant is a nominal 
jury fee which is wisely made small 
enough that no poor man may be barred 
of there having his rights adjudicated. 
The person who criticises the deci­ 
sions of our courts and juries is strik­ 
ing i t the foundations of our institu­ 
tions and should be punished for con­ 
tempt every time he thus opens his 
mouth. Both may make mistakes oc­ 
casionally, but so did the apostle Paul, 
Abraham Lincoln and George Wash­ 
ing and appeals should be taken, and 
usually are taken, with the same court­ 
esy and reverence as are accorded the 
memory of the last named disciples and 
teachers of the law. 
Again McKinley and his associates 
have in the last two years paid out 
through this neighborhood a sum’lof 
money exceeding $300,000.00 which has 
gone into our general local circulation 
and the community is thereby richer 
by that amount, and their successors

It was a dark, still night, the coldest I 
ever felt In Sicily. 
I went to bed late 
after putting extra covering on the bed. 
I was awakened without warning at 5:25. 
The be<l first ros«j up and then rocked 
violently 
I clutched the sides of the bed, 
which seemed to he falling through space 
for ages. 
Afterward 1 estim ated the time 
to he ten second.*». 
Then came a series of awful crashes, 
the roof falling alt round me. 
I was 
smothers»! in brick nnd plaster. 
I knew 
it was an earthquake, 
t ha«l been in one 
before In Athens. 
The series of crashes 
was mingled with a continuous roar.

felt for matches, struck a light and was 
horrified to find my* bed on the side of 
an abyss. 
Dor«*sn discovered Uralger and from 
the ruins rescued a Swede and his wife. 
Amid the appalling surroundings they 
succeeded in reaching the quay and 
g«»tting on board the Cardiff steamer 
Afonwen. Doresa then organised a r«»s- 
cue party composed «»f the Afonwen's 
master, Captain Owen, three of his 
sailors iin«1 
several 
Russian sailors. 
With Doresa and Uraiger all return«»«! 
to the hotel with ladders and ropea. 
En route they saw on the balcony of 
a ruined building two little children 
crying f»»r help. 
The building see/ned 
ready to collapse itt any moment. S«»c- 
und Mate Read of the Afonwen «lid not 
hesitate. The children were directed to' 
lower /i string with a stone tld«' to it. 
They understo«>d, and presently a pie«*« 
of string was seen coming down.

the meantime Read placed a ladder

lower balcony.

standing by, and said, “Now, then,

handling little children nnd soothing their
